perhaps to the end he might have Correſgondency with the Turi/h 
Army under Vienna. 


_ Since therefore it was altogether neceſlary to prevent this their 
Communication, the Duke of Lorrain moved with his whole Army 
he had, about the Bridges of F7enma 3 But having (ſcarcely been gone 
Two Miles,” notice was given to him, as if Count 7eleley was with 
his Armies paſſing the River Mark; for which reaſon the Army, 
whereof the Polanders held the right Wing, proceeded in Battalia 
to the very River, where they alſo had their Nights quarters. The 
Hurgarian fore-Troops were burning the Villages at the other ſide 
of the River, and - in ſeveral places zppeared in ſome ſmall Bo- 


dies. 


The next day #bout Noon, the Army drew up towards Presburg, 
and paſſed the River; the German Hotſes paſſing above half a 
Mile higher 3 but the Poli Army partly ſwam over with their 
Horſesz and partly, waded the River. Thus the River bcing paſ- 
ſed, Three hundred of Hungarian Horſe-men, under the Command 
of Colonel Pelinatsſy, came forth out of the Wood ; againſt whom 
Prince . Lubomierski Commanded a Hundred Horſe of Poljſh Knights, 
| Which were ſeconded by Two Companiesz one whereof was of 
Sienr Mroczek, and t'other of Sieur Krozets; and they having 
met the Hungarians, made them quit_ the Field , purſuing them..a 
whole Mile, till Night overtook them. So that it being impoſſible 
upon that Day to reach Presburg, the Army ſtaid all Night about a 
Mile from the City, in that ſame poſture as it had Marched in 
before. That ſame Night Prince de Croy, with his Regiment of 
Dragoons , went towards Presburg , for the Recognizance- of the 
paſſages, and of the poſture the City was then in, where he was 
acquainted, there was 3000 Hungarians left for its ſafe guard. 


| Next Morning the City would not open the Gates to Prince 
ae Croy, when in-the interim the whole Army drew nearer before 
Presburg under which, from tother (ide, : at the diſtance of 
about a good Ordnance-ſhot , the Turkiſh and Hungarian Armies 
were ſtanding at their fore-Troops, ſomewhat further drawn out in- 


to the Field. 


Hereafter a Councel of War was call'd : whereof theſe ſenti-

The whole German Army, during the time of the Battel, was 
about a German Mile and a half, in a Park, except that two Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, under the Command of General Schultz and 
Siremow, were Commanded to approach about a Mile nearer ; from 
whence the Poliſh Army ( God forbid they had ſtood in need of 
a recruit ) could expect but very little (ublidy. The Servants of the 
Poliſh Nobility fell afterwards to Plundering , gn ſo much that it 
was not poſſible for them to be repulſed, till at laſt Prince Lubo- 
mirshi Commanded that the Camp ſhould be ſet on Fire at three 
Corners, by which means he aflwaged the diſorder of the.

-- This fo notavle-a Vidtory-,—muſt -of—neceflity-be totally 
aſcribed to the Poliſh Army ; but in particular, to the Condu@& of 
their Superiors , who uſed great m— in Oppoſing the Ene- 
my, and in purſuing him according to occaſion , where the Nao- 
ble Colonel Grochofskz gained a great deal of Immortal renown. 


The City on the other fide, ſeeing the Enemy fled, did again 
ſarrender it ſelf to the Prince de Croy, and delivered thoſe 3000 
Hungarians, that were put in for their ſafeguard, together with the Se- 
cretary of Count Tekeley.

That ſame Night the Army reſted upon the Plain at Presburg,

And above all, this muſt be counted the greateſt happineſs the 
Poliſh Army had obtained , That not one amongſt them was ei- 
ther taken, kill'd, or wounded 3 And that the Tixrks did not fix Place
